Warden Lawes Discusses 
Crime Situation In U. S. 


Metal and Velvet

Lewis E. Lawes of Sing Sing prisQn, 
one of the forem ost penologistsi n 
the world. 
Lawes sat in his office here, 
a 
stone’s throw from Sing Sing's d eath 
house w h' re tw enty six men. ten of 
them 21 years of ago or under, are 
aw aiting the electric 
chair, 
and 
discussed the crim e situation in de­ 
tail. 
“Solution of the crim e problem ,” 
said Lawes who has been w arden of 
Sing Sin t for sixteen years and who 
h as know n thousands of crim inals,” 
is approached from the wrong end. 
Prevention is th e big th in g .” 
He believes 
the 
crime 
problem 
should be attacked from a national 
standpoint. He favors the creation 
of a federal governm ent board—a 
y o u th ’s 
a d m in istratio n ”—w h i c h 
would supervise th e n a tio n ’s crime 
situation, cooperate w ith the schools 
and var ou boy’s clubs and coordin­ 
ate th e en tire job under one central 
agency. 
On a large sheet lying on a table 


n ea r w here the w arden sat as he 
talked were the n am es of tw enty six 
m en who are in the d eath 
house 
waiting for th eir doom. I asked him 
if this w asn’t a record. 
“No, we’ve had as high as th irty - 
five in there,” Lawes said. 
“B ut w hen six of these m en die 
the sam e night, Ja n u a ry 7 next, th a t 
will be a record?.” 
“No, seven were executed on one 
i n ight in 1912,” he replied. 
He pointed out th a t sixteen of the 
twenty six now in the death house 
are from K ings 
county, 
w herein 
Brooklyn is located. 
W arden Lawes said Sing Sing is 
n o t receiving any more crim inals 
! th a n ten years ago. B ut more are 
now coming in for commit ing sen­ 
sational crim es such as robbery with 
a gun—a crim e w hich often results 
in slaying. These crim inals are fre­ 
quently 
youths—m oral 
imbeciles— 
who th in k they can “get away with 
I it.” T he w arden explained it takes 
some brains to be a forger, or even 
a burglar. 
I t is a significant fact, according 
to Lawes, th a t Sing Sing “never 
gets trained athletes unless they are 
broken-dow n fighters.” T h a t’s why 
he is in favor of com m unity athletic 
clubs for boys. Sing 
Sing 
seldom 
j gets any one w ho

■ training, either.

PRODUCTION TO 
START AT ONCE 


(Ir ¡terimtlona 1 NVwi Service-) 
DETROIT. De<\ 24—Peace came 
today to the automobile industry 
here just in time for the Christmas 
holiday. 
Two sitdown strikes which had 
threatened to curtail production in 
automobile plants, especially at the 
Ford Motor Company, as a result 
of shortage of brake drums, today 
were settled With production sched­ 
uled to resume immediately after 
the holiday week-end. 
At the Kelsey Hayes Heel Corp­ 
oration, which had been closed down 
for ten days by a sitdown strike. 
5,000 employes voted to accept a 
settlem ent 
agreed 
upon 
by 
both 
sides and return to work. 
Agreement Signed 
The agreement provided for a 75 
rent an hour m inimum pay for both 
men and women, pledges against 
discrim ination of the approxim ate­ 
ly 200 workers who had remained 
in the plants, and a promise to a d ­ 
just other pay differences through 
collective bargaining. 
The strike at the Aluminum Com­ 
pany of America, which also m an u ­ 
factures automobile parts and which 
had been in progress for the last 14 
days, came to an end with the ac- j 
•ceptance of a proposal calling for a 
50 cent hourly m inim um wage, and 
a four cent increase for all workers 
now receiving more th an 50 cents 
an hour. The company also agreed 
not to discriminate against strikers. 
About 1800 employees were affected 
by the agreement.

Along with all the joys of Christ­ 
mas come some sorrows to children, 
thanks to hazard they must face. 
In

rural 
home, 
school 
or 
church not lighted with electricity, 
the candled Christmas tree may 
prove a serious ménace. Pine needles 
burn like paper. 
To put flaming 
candles on the tree is to endanger 
many 
precious 
lives. 
There 
are 
some fire hazards also from imper­ 
fect electric wiring. 
Thousands of children will get 
sleds at Christmas. 
But sleds are 
dangerous 
unless 
used 
in 
safe 
places. 
I wish more parents would 
go 
with 
their 
children 
to 
safe 
coasting places; 
and 
I 
wish 
we 
might have many city streets roped 
off for children in summer as well 
as winter. 
We could, if enough of 
us cared. 
For the rural child the 
public highway is too perilous for 
coasting. 
The wise parent not only pro­ 
vides safe places for his children 
to use sleds, but also sees to it that : 
they surely avoid obviously perilous 
places. 
Otherwise, let the child 
have no sled. 
It may be a choice 
between life and sled. 
May Need Trouncing 
To parents who care: 
See that 
your child does not slide from the 
drive or lot into the street, nor play 
with his sled in the street. See that 
he never hooks a ride. 
If in earlier 
years he had learned obedience, such 
safety measures will be easily effect­ 
ed. 
Wrhile corpora] punishment is, 
as a rule, of doubtful wisdom after 
the age of four or five, it might ; 
be employed wisely even with the ■ 
child of ten or twelve, who, in de­ 
fiance of his parents’ warning, will 


f coast in forbidden ways and places. 
Nothing might prove more humane 
than

; dren properly disciplined in younger

This season also may prove peril- I 
ous to home serenity—more noise, 
more contentions, more family ten- 
sions. 
Usually it is a hard time for 
mother’s nerves.

The proposed scheme of having 
each state enact an AAA to control 
production—adopted when a substi­ 
tute 
for 
the 
national 
AAA 
was 
drafted has encountered formidable 
objections. 
Will Be Suspended 
C hairm an Jones <D> of Texas, oi 
the 
House Agriculture committee, 
predicted that this provision of the 
soil conservation act. effective in 
192-8 would be suspended. 
Senator Hatch *D' ol New Mexico 
one of the framers of the original 
soil conservation legislation, also in­ 
dicated t liat he opposed the plan. 
“It is probable that the provision 
for state production control m achin­ 
ery,” will be suspended.” said Jones. 
“Many objection, have arisen to the 
proposal. 
There is the danger of 
lack of uniformity in laws and po­ 
lirai 
considerations 
entering 
into 
the m atter 
Manv farm leaders be­ 
lieve the regional control is much 
better and more logical than state 
control.” 
Crop Control Necessary 
Senator hatch found that farmers 
in his area favored the “little AAA” 
plan, believing that crop control is 
necessary, 
* 
“ I am not so sure that I favor it 
personally because the control would 
not be uniform,” he explained. 
A m ajority of farm ers favor the 
old AAA Hatch added. 
They insist 


(ha congress write an AAA program 
that will stand the test of the courts. 
Expressing a belief that the pres­ 
ent 
soil conservation 
program 
Is 
working satisfactorily as a whole, 
he congressional farm ers leaders in ­ 
dicated that a constitutional am end­ 
ment providing for federal control of 
agriculture will be sought only as a 
last resort. 
Amendments Proposed 
Jones made public p r o p o s e d 
am endm ents to the soil conservation 
law, which he said “has worked well 
and has been productive of good re ­ 
sults.” 
He proposed to eliminate 
soil-conserving crops as a basts for 
fubsidies and cover the field by pay­ 
ing benefits on soil-depleting and 
soil-building crops. 
The change, he 
*aid, would simplify the law without 
changing the present practices 
He also urged that payments be 
measured by basic production of in ­ 
dividual crops and each farm treated 
as one unit in paying benefits. 
Under the present law, Jones said, 
i farm er who may have refused to 
engage in soil conservation has a 
chance to obtain greater benefits 
than one who did seek to conserve 
the soil before the law became ef­ 
fective.
